NAACP Announces New 
Suits in Three 
States 


ATLANTA, Ga. July 6 —New 
suits for the equalization of teachers’ 
salaries are being fought in three 
|states by the legal staff of the 
NAACP. 

Plans were made last month by 
the Atlanta Citizens Committee on 
Equalization of Teachers’ Salaries, 
| attorney A. T. Walden of Atlanta 
and Thurgood Marshall of New 
'York, special counsel for the 
NAACP, to petition the Atlanta 
School Board requesting equal pay 
for the colored and white teachers. 


The campaign for equalization in 
New Orleans, La., struck a tempo- 
rary snag when the local school 
board refused Thurgood Marshall 
permission to appear in behalf of 
Joseph McKelpin in whose name 
the equalization fight is being made 
‘there. The board claimed their 
‘meeting was an executive session 
not open to the  pubiic. New 
‘Orleans citizens are continuing the 
‘fight. The differential there is re- 
ported to be $275,000 a year.

Higher Railroad Wages Justified 
—Let’s Have Action to Get Them 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 


men took an advanced step for our railroad labor organiza- | 
tions when they recently published advertisements in Chi- | 


cago papers giving facts and figures to justify our demands 
for wage increases. These statements of the B. of L. F. 
& E. were in reply to attacks against the rail unicns previously pub- 
lished in similar ads by the Western Association of Railroads. 


40 Per Cent Earn Less Than $1,000 a Year 


The B. of L. F. & E., ads quoted Railroad Retirement Board figures 
to show that over 40 per cent of the 1,376,266 workers who were em- 
ployed on, the railroads in 1939 were paid under $1,000 per year: about 
16 per cent received between $1,000 ond $1,500 per year; 19 per cent 
$1,500 to $2,000, and less than 25 per cent of them received $2,000 per 
year and over. Railroad wage scales have not been increased since 1937, 
while during the past four years productivity of rail workers, per labor 
unit, has increased 43 per cent. Many more figures would be quoted to 
show the justice of our wage demands, but figures alone will not decide 
the tssue in even the most just of causes. 

Plenty of publicity backed by a united strike threat of all rail labor 
will jolt the Association of American Railroads into looking at the fig- 
ures from our viewpoint. 


"= 


No “Appeasement” on Wage Demands 


Our Chief Executives have promised prompt action on our wage in- 
crease demands—as is certainly called for by soaring prices and taxes, 
huge profits, increased productivity of rail labor and the wage increases 
in other industries. The rank and file demand that these promises be 
kept. We want no more such confusion as has enabled managements 
to stall 'our vacations with pay for over a year. We demand a united 
and militant movement to secure promptly both our 30 cents per hour 
wage increase and our vacations with pay. 

Giving up our vacations will not help us secure our wage increases 
any mcre than giving up Czechoslovakia helped secure Poland and the 
other small countries from the attacks of Hitler. Appeasement doesn't 
pay against ruthless enemies. The railroad barons are just as ruthiess 
against us as the Nazis have been against the peaceful peoples of Europe. 


Managements Counter-Attack 


In opposition to our just demands for wage increases and vacations, 
the managements have served notices demanding rules revisions s0 
drastic and so complete that they threaten to entirely destroy our work - 
ing conditions and practically put our unions out of business. The 
membership is not sufficiently aware ahd alarmed over this blitzkrieg, 
which, unless defeated, will wipe out all our hard-won seniority rights 
and werking conditions. 

Bankers and Hitler vs. Rail Labor and the Soviets 

That may look like a far-fetched line-up to some of the Brothers. 
But actuaily the rail bankers’ blitzkrieg against our working rules is on 
a par with Hitler's attempt to blitzkrieg the workers’ government of the 
Soviet Union. 

Through their Soviets, the workers and farmers govern the USSR 
and contre) their cwn working and living conditions. On our part, our 
working: agreements give us some degree of control over our conditions 
of employment. The Soviet workers will show the world how to stop 
Hitler, and we rails must also shew that we can defeat the blitz of the 
railroad bankers. 


Victory"Through Fighting Unity 


The big need of rail iabor is for fighting unity within our own ranks. 
We can learn about that from the Soviet workers. Unity of all the 
people makes possible the brave stand of the Soviets against the bar- 
barous fascist invesicn of Hitier. The Soviet Union # also strong with 
the support of the working masses of other lands, who see in the bloody 
fight on the plains of the Soviet Union the supreme effort to rid the 
world <f Hitlerism and all it stands fer: union smashing, race-hatred, 
subjugation of peoples and terrorist dictatorship by imperialist, monop- 
oly capitalism. 

We can also defeat the dastardly attack on our working agreements 
by presenting a united front to the aggressions of monopoly gapital as 
typified by the railrcad bankers of Wall Street. 


Danger trom Pifth Column A ppeasers 


The unfavorable position of rail labor can be laid directly to ap- 
peasers in our Grand Lodge official families. Constantly they have sac- 
rificed our interests to the interests of the railroad owners. Grand 
Lodge officers and stooges seem to prefer to red-bait and fight militants 
in our unions rather than the railroad companies. The speedy and suc- 
cessful winning of our demands for higher wages require that we expose 
these fifth columnists within our ranks, whose splitting tactics threaten 
the very life of our organizations. 

Likewise defeat cf Hitler requires exposure of the fifth columnists 
and appeasers in the United States and Britain. They built up Hitler 
in the first place to attack the Soviet Union—they raged against him 
when he signed the non-aggression pact with the Soviet Union. But 
now that the world’s first Socialist country is engaged in an anti-fascist 
life and death struggle against the Nazis, these fascist-minded union- 
haters will do all they DARE to sabotage the Soviet Union and help 
Hitler. 


Counter-Attack Our Best Defense 


We railroad workers can see the advantage the Red Army tactic of 
counter-attack. We must oppose the managements’ attempt to biits our 
wage demands, vacations, and working schedules with a counter-blitz 
of our own. Our counter-demand should be a National Agreement to 
provide improved working conditions, 30 cents an hour wage increase, 
70 cents minimum, 40-hour week and vacations with pay.

® After canvassing American Legion 
opinion, its National Commander, Milo J, 
Warner, has come forward with the Legion's 
opinion of Hitler’s attack against the Soviet 
Union, 

Mr. Warner sums up this opinion as fol- 
lows: 

“ .. the invasion of Russia by Germany 
forms an occasion for the United States to 
increase and speed up its aid to Britain.” 


“We should not worry now about aid to | 


Russia. pro or con.” 


With the need for more and quicker aid 
to Britain we are in agreement naturally, 
sirice such aid will make it hotter for Hitler 
on the western front, and hasten his down- 
fall. That is what we all want. 

But how can Mr. Warner, an old soldier, 
allow his enemy, Hitler, the satisfaction of 
knowing that he is indifferent to the eastern 
front battle against the Nazis? What soldier 
would allow his deadly foe freedom on one 
front, when he could strike simultaneously 
from the front and the rear? 


When Mr. Warmer amends his program 


for aid against Hitler by weakening it with 
a “neither pro nor con” attitude to the Soviet 
Union's battle, he is pulling against his own 
desire to aid Britain. He is cancelling most 
of it out. 

Practical common sense indicates that 


the British and Soviet fronts are one and 
the same front. Hitler’s generals unques- 


tionably consider them as such in their 
calculations. 

So should Mr. Warner and every other 
person who wants to see Hitlerism effective- 
ly destroyed for good.

oldest proletarian center in the country, the 
cradle of the revolution. Just as in the 
heroic days of fighting against the Finnish 
White Guards, the citizens of Leningrad are 
displaying self-sacrifice and discipline. Thou- 
sands of Leningrad inhabitants have de- 
clared their readiness to fight the enemy 
with arms in hand.

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World-Wide System of Slave Holders 
Seen as Fascist Aim by Soviet Writer 


~ Sleep or rest. 


(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, July 6. — Depicting 
the system of fascism as a vast 
slave-holding empire ruled at the 
top by a select and inaccessable 
few and depending for its execu- 
tives and administrators upon a 
corrupted “middle class” of lesser 
fascist party leaders and officials. 
an article in the Soviet press to- 
day by D. Zaslavsky warns that 
the Nazi top clique is devoured 
with the fantasy of making its 
regime world-wide. 

“In the fascist - occupied coun- 
tries of Europe the pecples have 
been transficrmed into slaves,” 
Zaslavsky writes. “Moreover, they 
are robbed of everything. In all 
these countries, Germany is the 
chief ‘master,’ the boss. The work- 
ers work for him without time for 


up the fruits of their labor to him. 


“Fascist Germany is removing 
frcm the occupied countries every- 
thing that it is possible to remove. 
It has enmeshed the peoples of 
these countries like a giant spider. 


“It is not only the occupation 
regime of wartime and emergency. 
German fascism wants to legalize 
this situation for the time eternal. 
It is a policy consciously designed 
to reduce the overwhelming ma- 
jority cf mankind to slavery and 
Starvaticn, and to make them toil 
for the master class, for the Ger- 
man rulers, unlimited hours and 
without rest. 


“NEW ARISTOCRACY” 


“One of the outstanding figures 
of German fascism, Hermann 
Rauschning, ex-chairman of the 
Danzig Senate who fled from Hit- 
ler, depicts the fascist social sys- 
tem as produced by the will and 
fancies of the fascist rulers. Tov- 
ping everyone else is the inacces- 
sible, almighty ‘new high aristcc- 


racy’ — the German master class. , 


It is not numerous and consists 

only of a select few, the present 

ringleaders of the fascist gang, the 

wealthiest German landowners 

and capitalists, the high fascist 
taries and generals. 


“Under this high aristocracy is 
placed the ‘middle class.’ It is 
composed of members of the Ger- 
man fascist party and also the fas- 
cists of other countries. They 
range in accordance with ranks 
and titles. The officials and stew- 
ards of the various ranks are ap- 
pointed from this strata. This is 
the caste of the middle class 
masters. 

“They are completely subordi- 
nated to the select aristocracy but 


wield unlimited power’ over the’ 
lower classes. This is the fascist 


bureaucracy tied to the German 
master class by money and rank. 


ETERNAL SERVANTS 
“One step lower are the ‘eternal 
servants.’ These are the working 
people of Germany. They have no 


special name of their own. This 


is the mass of nonentities obliged 
to toil and obey. Those who are 
susceptible to corruption are made 
spies, executioners and slave- 
drivers. 

“Finally there is the vast’ mass 
of slaves. They comprise with but 


' few exceptions the whole of man- 
kind. The slavehoiding fantasy cf 
the fascist cut-throats does not 
halt at the boundaries of Europe. 
The conquest cf Europe is to be 
followed first by South and then

“How the fascists are realizing 
their slaveholding ideal in the 
countries which they have suc- 
ceeded in enslaving is not a mat- 
ter of the future but of the pres- 
ent. We see how they actually 
are introducing slavery, we ser 
in reality bow the fascist gang 
flaunts itself as a ‘high aristoc- 
racy,” how it converts into its 
henchmen and lackeys those be- 
trayers of the popular interests 
out of whom the fascists form 
puppet governments in the oc- 
cupied countries, 


“To one of Hitler's nenchmen, 
the agricultural specialist Darre. 
belongs the plan of eternalizing 
the system of slaveholders and 
slaves. Land is to be taken from 
the peasants and handed over to 
the big landowners. Big capitalis: 
landed estates are to be formed. 
Tne peasants are to work as 
farm laborers. Their labor and 
they themselves are the property 
of the master. The landowners 
are to constitute the new Ger- 
man gentry, the upper strata of 
which are to be included in the 
‘German master class.’ Only the 
German landowners can qualify 
for the gentry class. 


“Therefore the landowners in 
all countries are to consist of 
German plantation owners. This 
slave system is to be eternal. 
The peasants are to be left with- 
out land for all time. The land- 
owners are to rule the land for- 
ever. With this aim in view, a 
special policy of distribution of 
the population is pursued.

With the frankness 
of a gangster, fascism sets itself 
the task of conquering the non- 
German countries, reducing their 
population and birthrate and 
raising mortality. Speaking in a 
trusted circle of fascists, Hitler 
said: “Who can dispute my right 
to destroy millions of people of 
a lower race who multiply like 
insects? ... 


“Indeed, one cannot dispute the 
right of a mad dog to bite the 
people. A mad dog is not to he 
argued with, but destroyed. 

“German fascism attacked otir 
country like a mad beast. It 
brings with it savage plunder, I+ 
wants to convert our workers into 
its slaves. It wants to take land 
from the peasants and to traus- 
form them into slaves of the 
German landowners. It wants 
te destroy millions of Soviet peo- 
ple, to exterminate new genera- 
tions, to starve the children to 
death. 

“This is not an empty threat 
Poland, Czechia, Yugoslavia, 
Greece and other countries af- 
ford a striking example of how 
German fascism is putting its 
slaveholding policy into effect in 
places where its cannibal inva- 
sions were successful. 

“The mad fascist beast must 
be destroyed.”

“Jewish workers took a prominent 
part in the uprising the fascist 
writer bitterly complains.

“On Sunday, June 29, the police 
and the troops succeeded in sur- 
rounding the quarters where the 
rebels were. Shots from the pla- 
teons of execution squads echoed 
until late at night throughout 
the city.” 

After the suppression of the up- 
risirg, said Malaparte, gendarmes 
at the street crossings with rifles 
at the ready look around as though 
they expected to be shct at any 
moment. Rumanian soldiers march 
on the sidewalks over broken glass.

Being better dialecticians, we can advance far more 
cogent reasons why our Party should grow ‘in this 
period than does Texas’ foremost fascist. In placing 
before us this situaticn whcreby Communist influence 
can be increased enormously, however, history also 
places upon us a grave ‘ responsibility which requires 
that we exploit it fully. 

First, of immediate necessity, is the struggle for 
practical assistance by the government to the Soviet 


Union through application of the lend-lease act. To 


accuse us of “flip-ficp” because we demand this is 
really ludicrous. Even a bourgeois newspaper editcr 
should be able to grasp the simple fact that there is a 
difference between a Socialist country fighting for ex- 
istence against a fascist aggressor, and an imperialist 
power fighting to retain domination over a quarter of 
the world’s population. 

Second, it is, of course, characteristic of the ccom- 
mercial press that the essence of the war, the fact 
that the first S-cialist economy in history is fighting 
for preservation, is utterly ignored. The great task of 
driving this home to the American people, of popu- 
jlarizing the results of Sccialism in the Soviet Union, 
falls to us.

® Just How Good Is DiMaggio? | 
® His All-Time Rating 
By Bill Newton 


Just how good is Joe DiMaggio’ 
That’s the question that is causing a tremendous 


amount of discussion among fans these days. Everybody 
who a baseball, of course, has been aware for some time that 
DiMag is dne Of those super-players who comes along every 15 years 
or so. From the moment he joined the Yankees fresh from the Pacific 
©Coast League in 1936, Joe was a standout major leaguer who could 
Go everything. He was All-Star right from the start. 

But Joe has a way of accomplishing his feats in a quiet 
manner. That is probably because he has such perfect form. 
In the field. he runs effortlessly, covering tremendous ground 
without seeming to. That is why he does not make the spectacu- 
lar, headline type of catch as often as he might. He's there, 
however, when the ball drops. He can go back with the best of 
them, come in. travel to either side, and he has one of the best 
throwing arms in the majors. 
There there is Joe's batting 


— 
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He stands there quietly, almost mo- 
tionlessiv. Joe doesn’t “look good” even when he strikes out, the way 
thet Babe Ruth did ‘he doesh't fan often, as a matter of fact). But 
Joe has an ideal swing. You can take the word of most big leaguers 
on that. He's a natural batter, who does everything right. When 
Joe is red-hot. almost everything he hits travels on a clothesline. 


Streak Watched Closely 


Now that is the way DiMag has been playing for the past five ; 
years (naturally getting better each season). And Joe, of course, has 
been ieosentnel as baseball's outstanding player. But what has really | 
caught the attention of fans, and even those who do not follow sports. 
has been Joe's remarfable consecutive-game hitting streak. That is 
what has aroused all that discussion of DiMaggio’s all-time rating. 

As an example of consistent batting, of course, Joe’s string is out- 
standing. In a way, it is typical of his steady, all-aroufid play. But | 
that record alone does not make Joe, as yet, a member of the all-time 
outfield trio. No, as yet (we emphasize those last two words), does 
his play for the last five years, in the opinion of many qualified 
observers, quite put him among the Select Trio. 

Why? Well, who are the generally accepted members of that 
all-time outfield? The usual answer is Babe Ruth, Ty Cobb, and 
Tris Speaker. Sometimes Shoeless Joe Jackson is mentioned. 
And when you get to comparing even a DiMaggio to those boys, 
you won't go easy in — them.

The Babe, of coursé, holds his spot as a result of his incomparable | 
slugging over a 20- year period. On the strength of home run hitting | 
alone, he was all by himself. But he was also a great fielder and 
thrower. 

Cobb. also, is a name for the ages. He made some unbelievable 
records—batting over .300 for more than 20 years, leading the league 
year after year. A great base runner, a tremendous competitor, Ty 
was possibly the outstanding player of all time. 

Then there is Speaker. He is the fellow whom DiMaggio 

may nudge out of the all-time trio. Spoke was the greatest 
\ fielder of his day, maybe of any period. He was so fast that he 
played right behind the infield (although, of course, this was 
partly in the period of the deader ball). A defensive marvel, 

Tris was also a great hitter. 

The thing you want to remember about Ruth, Cobb, and Speaker 
was that they kept their records going over a period of 20 years. That 
is where they hold the margin over DiMaggio. I never saw Speaker. 
of course (nor Cobb, and, if you must get personal about it, I did not 
see the Babe play often), but I rather believe that DiMaggio is pos- 
sibly a greater player right now than Speaker ever was. Twat is 
beceuse DiMag has more power than Tris lugged to the plate. On 
the other Tiand, what defensive edge, if any, Speaker had on Joe 
could only have been slight. 


But the point is, Joe must play several more years before he wins 
that all-time rating. He is only 26, and if nothing intervenes, he is 


_ undoubtedly good for another 10 seasons. By that time it is even 


possible that Joe may be regarded as the greatest player of all time, 
displacing—take your choice—Ruth, Cobb, or Hans Wagner. 
Meanwhile, we think it safe fo say that Joe rates right up 
with the greatest. Certainly he is far and away the outstanding 
player of the day. And if his “day” extends much longer—which itt 
should if circumstances do not interfere—well, Mr. Tris Speaker, we 
hate to say it, but move over *. . a certain fellow from the San Pran- 


cisco wharves seems set to take your place in that- all-time outfield.
